Nikolski Fuel Crisis Update - January 28th, 2008 



pear Ali: 



The Community of Nikolski has an estimated 500 gallons of #1 heating oil 
left. They are completely out of #2 heating oil. This is enough #1 to 
run the power plant for another three or four days. Currently several of 
the buildings within the village, including the community building, 
lodge, and tribal Office are completely out of fuel. 

The Delta Western barge is scheduled to head to the Pribilofs in a 
couple days and be there for a couple of weeks. Nikolski may be 
scheduled after that effort. 

For this reason, another emergency fuel delivery and a long-term 
emergency fuel plan is desperately needed. The only method currently 
available is by air charter. This is not only the most expensive method 
but also provides very limited amounts of fuel. 

The Coast Guard will not allow any further by-sea fuel deliveries, 
unless the State of Alaska declares an emergency. APIA and the Nikolski 
IRA request guidance from the State of Alaska regarding how the State of 
Alaska defines "an emergency" and how an emergency declaration may be 
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applied in this instance. 



Fuel delivered by air charter costs the community and individuals on 
£ixed incomes $10.50 to 10.87 per gallon. Fuel delivered by sea coats 
considerably less and provides the opportunity for greater volume. An 
equally serious problem is the lack of funding to pay for the continued 
eraergency deliveriea which will be needed. Nikolski has submitted their 
paperwork for the State of Alaska' b Community Energy Assistance Program. 

The Nikolski IRA is currently holding a Community Meeting to discuss the 
situation and assess what other resources could be applied to pay for 
emergency fuel delivery. 

A new update will follow upon new information. Please let me know if you 
need any more information.

Sorry to disappoint you, but you are making Susitna far more difficult than it is. 
You do not have to set a side any funds, $3 billion as mention in newspaper. It is 
bondable and will stand on its own. Some Federal Loan Guarantees, the hard nose 
commercial banker type not the gasline give a way type, may help lower the 
interest rate. It is like buying commercial loan insurance. 

A letter to any of the members of the congressional delegation asking, Sen. Stevens 
would be my preference but you can ask any of them, do not ask the congressional 
delegation to jointly ask, it would just delay things one is all it takes, the Corps to 
reviewthe finances of Susitna. Just that simple. If any member of the delegation 
asks the Corps, the Corps is obligated to carry out the review WITHOUT runding. 

Now if you feel guilty about getting something for nothing and want to put in some 
funds here is the deal I had some vears back, $100,000 for a financial review, just 
notes.

Remember Susitna with its $158 million EIS, which set an international Standard for 
EIS's, has been through FERC once and preliminary design was underway when 
shelved. At the time Susitna was shelved and in the State' s hands , the Corps object to 
Susitna being shelving, which very unusual for them to speak out when Susitna was no 
longer in the Corps hands, because the Corps was so incensed; they had started the work 
on Susitna and hated too see a good project be dropped because the Costs had been kited 
by 25% and for political purposes having nothing to do with dams. The Hammond's 
Greenies did the same thing to Bradley Lake but because Bradley Lake was small the 
legislature funded Bradley Lake any way. Rradlev Lake came in 25% under budget .
